Believing That All Hope of Saving 


T h is Important Port H as Vanished, 


Officers of Turkish Garrison There 


Are Disguising Them selves as Old 


Women and Slipping Away, Faces 


Hidden by Mohammedan Veils. 


london, Nov. 7.—-It is not believed 
there will be an immediate attack by 
the victorious U nitarians on Tchataid- 
ja, the gateway to 
Constantinople, 
some English correspondents at Con­ 
stantinople. whose dispatches are of 
course censored, say. 
It would appear that, considering 
the distance which the Bulgarian army 
has to march, it cannot arrive at 
Tchataldja before the expiration of 
four or five days. 
Naturally all prep­ 
arations are boing made in view of 
the contingency of the Bulgarians re­ 
fusing mediation and in anticipation of 
the probability that the Bulgarians 
will desire to extend as much as pos­ 
sible their sphere of effective occupa­ 
tion down to the moment when the 
powers have agreed that conditions of 
peace should be proposed. 
A dispatch received here from Rome 
says that the Turkish stronghold of 
Monastir surrendered to the Servians 
at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
Re­ 
ports were also received that the situ­ 
ation for the Turkish garrison at Sal­ 
onika is most desperate. 
The army 
itself is slowly disintegrating, and it 
Is fear of punishment for desertion 
that holds th*' rest of it together. 
Some of the officers, in order to fire 
without detection, are disguising them­ 
selves as old women, and are hobbling 
out of the city with their faces hidden 
by Mohammedan veils. The army au­ 
thorities have tried to check the whole­ 
sale desertions without effect and have 
shot four officers and twenty men 
whom they caught. The Servians are 
almost in the outskirts of the city. 
With Salonika almost gone and a re­ 
port that Monastir has fallen, Scutari. 
to the west. Voles, in the center, and 
Yanina, far to tho south, are the only 
towns left th “ Turks. Scutari is being 
hard pressed by the Montenegrins, but 
the commander of the garrison de­ 
fending it refuses to believe the news 
of the Bulgarian victories in the cast. 
ami has announced his intention of 
fighting to the last gasp. 
There is 
some 
sharp 
skirmishing 
going 
on 
south of Scutari, near the Busate 
mountains. 
lf King Ferdinand of Bulgaria really 
wishes to advance into the 'I urkish 
capital it is generally thought that he 
will be able to do so. The Turks will 
make their last stand on the lines of 
Tchataldja * « ' it is thought that the 
Bulgarians a iii he able to pierce thesr 
lines. 
The Bulgarians completely routed 
the Turks at Chorlu and Sara!, killing 
wounding or capturing 40.000 Turks, 
according to a dispatch received from 
Sofia. The dispatch said that the road 
to Constantinople is now open. 
Athens reports that a Creek squad­ 
ron has occupied the Turkish island 
of Tenedog. close to the entrance of 
the Dardanelles.

MONASTIR HAS 


SURRENDERED 


Turks Lose Another Stronghold 


to the Servians. 


SALONIKA IS HARD PRESSED 


Believing That AM Hope of Saving 


This Important Port Has Vanished, 


Officers of Turkish Garrison There 


Are Disguising Themselves as Old 


Women and Slipping Away, Faces 
Hidden by Mohammedan Veils. 


London. Nov. 7.—It is not believed 


there will be an immediate attack by 
the Tictorious Bulgarians on Tchataid- 
ja, the gateway to Constantinople, 
some English correspondents at Con- 
stantinople, whose dispatches are of 
course censored, say. 


It would appear that, considering 


the distance which the Bulgarian army 
has to march, it cannot arrive at 
Tchataldja before the expiration of 
four or five days. Naturally all prep- 
arations are being made in view of 
the contingency of the Bulgarians re- 
fusing mediation and in anticipation of 
the probability that the Bulgarians 
will desire to extend as much as pos- 
sible their sphere of effective occupa- 
tion down to the moment when the 
powers have agreed that conditions of 
peace should be proposed. 


A dispatch received here from Rome 


says that the Turkish stronghold of 
Monastir surrendered to the Servians 
at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Re- 
ports were also received that the situ- 
ation for the Turkish garrison at Sal- 
onika is most desperate. 
The army 


itself is slowly disintegrating, and it 
Is fear of punishment for desertion 
that holds the rest of it together. 
Some of the officers, in order to flee 
without detection, are disguising them- 
selves as old women, and are hobbling 
out of the city with their faces hidden 
by Mohammedan veils. The army au- 
thorities have tried to check the whole- 
sale desertions without effect and havo 
shot four officers and twenty men 
whom they caught. The Servians are 
almost in the outskirts of the city. 


With Salonika almost gone and a re- 


port that Monastir has fallen, Scutari, 
to the west. Veles, in the center, and 
Yanina, far to the south, are the only 
towns left the Turks. Scutari is being 
hard pressed by the Montenegrins, but 
the commander of the garrison de- 
fending it refuses to believe the news 
of the Bulgarian victories in the cast; 
and has announced his intention of 
fighting to the last gasp. 
There is 


some sharp skirmishing going on 
south of Scutari, near the Busate 
mountains. 


If King Ferdinand of Bulgaria really 


wishes to advance into the Turkish 
capital it is generally thought that he 
will be able to do so. The Turks will 
make their last stand on the lines of 
Tchataldja. ,«\ it is thought that the 
Bulgarians wiil be able to pierce these 
lineH. 


The Bulgarians completely routed 


the Turks at Chorlu and Sarai. killing, 
wounding or capturing 40,000 Turks, 
according to a dispatch received from 
Sofia. The dispatch said that the road 
to Constantinople is now open. 


'Athens reports that a Greek squad- 
ron has occupied the Turkish island 
of Tenedos. close to the entrance of 
the Dardanelles.

who has made any study of public 
highway conditions, who does not be- 
lieve in the paying qualities of a good 
road. 


One needs only to look to Delaware 


to find that this is true. There is not 
a shrewder judge of investments in 
that state than Gen. DuPont.. He 
proposes to build a modern thorough- 
fare across the entire length of 'the 
state and earn the interest on it by 
exploiting the one hundred and sixty 
feet of the right of way which is not 
used by the road. This he looks up- 
on as a sane and sensible business 
proposition, and he ought to know. 


In many communities where good 


roads or so called good roads, have 
been built, the results has been a dis- 
appointment. But this is the outcome 
of a lack of knowledge as to how the 
highway should be primarily con- 
structed and as to how it should be 
maintained after once laid. A good 
brick road properly put down—and it 
is now well known how such roads 
should be 
constructed, maintain a 


permanent value to a degree which 
really makes them free from the cost 
of up-keep. 


It is really impossible to give defi- 


nite figures as to what the people of 
the United States lost each year in 
the matter of transportation over 
poor highways, but it will run into

known as the Old Trail's Ocean to 
Ocean Association, having 
for 
its 


object the building of the road from 
New VorktoLosAngeles, which would 
sive a complete across-the-countvy 
liisrhway of the moderji construction 
and the longest in the world. 


But the movement has gone far be- 


yond anything like a matter of pure- 
ly government aid and the 
different 


states are taking it up in their own 
way. 
In Massachusetts, Xew Jersey. 


California and other states, legisla- 
tures have appropriated millions of 
dollars for state aid in the carrying 
on of the work, and Ohio and other 
eomomnwealth 
are 
proposing to 


follow the exabple set by these other 
states. 


A very important factor in connec- 


tion with good roads improvement 
has been the matter of maintenance 
and often highways seemingly well 
constructed have gone back to their 
original condition because of the lack 
of proper care. But with the modern 
methods of building roadways, the 
maintenance becom.es a very insigni- 
ficant affair. For instance, Cuyaho- 
ga County in Ohio, several years ago. 
came to a realization that bad roads 
must become a matter of the past. 
The Cleveland merchants were the 


first to grasp the situation and know 
that better highways 
meant 
more, 


trade and therefore a larger profit at 
the end of the year. Therefore the 
county commissioners were urged 
and willingly gave their consent to 
the building of several hundred miles 
of modern thoroughfares. Brick as a 
rule was used and now, under ,:*the 
mode of construction adopted, there 
is hardly a mile of all of this new 
roadway which is not in as good a 
condition as it was at the time it was 
laid.

THE DEMOCRATS 


STILL GAINING 


Corrected Figures Add to Wil- 


son's Victory, 


IT EVEN MAY 60 
HIGHER 


Democratic Chairmen in Pennsylvania 


and Idaho Declare That the Results 
In Those States Are So Close That 
the Official Vote Yet May Add Their 
Electors to the Democratic Column, 
Swelling Grand Total For Wilson. 


New York, Nov. 7.—The magnitude 


of the victory of Woodrow Wilson and 
the Democratic party generally over 
the country generally is increased by 
corrected and additional returns. Late 
returns seem to make it certain that 
Wilson carried thirty-eight states at 
the polls, while Roosevelt was second 
with six, and Taft third with four. 


Democratic chairmen of Pennsylva- 


nia and Idaho have wired to national 
headquarters that the'results in those 
states are so close that it may require 
an official canvass to make sure that 
Wilson had lost. They were emphatic 
in their claims of victory. This would 
take one state from Roosevelt and one 
from Taft. As it stood, with the close 
states apportioned on the face of the 
returns obtainable, Wilson will have 
410 electoral votes, the greatest num- 
ber ever given to a presidential can- 
didate; Roosevelt will have 10G and 
Taft will have 15 from his four states. 
This will give Wilson a majority of 
279 over all. 


The late returns brought three sig- 


nificant changes In the electoral count 
and Taft was the loser in each. New 
Hampshire 
-with four electors 
and 


Rhode Island with fire, for the first 
tJme in the history of man, went into 
the Democratic column, while Wash- 
ington's seven votes went to the-credit 
of Roosevelt. 


It is not quite certain that the Dem- 


ocrats will have control of both 
branches of congress. 
There is no 


question about the house, in which th? 
members will have a plurality of 161, 
according to the latest figures. The 
Progressives will have sixteen mem- 
bers. The senate, however, is still in 
doubt. At "best the Democrats cannot 
hope to control it by more than a 
alight majority, 
but the returns in 


Michigan. Illinois and Colorado are 
•still in doubt. 
In all these states, 


where senators are to be selected, the 
legislature is so close on joint ballot. 
as the results come in. that every dis- 
trict must he counted before the re- 
•sult can be known. 


The senate as constituted today con- 


sists of fifty Republicans and forty- 
three Democrats, there being three va- 
cancies. 
The terms of thirty-five sen- 


ators expire on March 3, fourteen 
Democrats and twenty-one Republi- 
cans. Upon the face of the latest re- 
turns, New Jersey, New Hampshire, 
Delaware. Colorado and Montana ap- 
parently have elected Democratic leg- 
islatures, which will send Democrats 
to the upper house at Washington. 


As indicated by the figures on elec- 


tion night, many oid-time Republicans 
"went down. It looks as if Uncle Joe 
Cannon is to be nlimbered among the 
fallen, though the old Republican war- 
rior contends that he has carried his 
district—the Eighteenth of Illinois 
'by about 100 plurality. F. T. O'Hair. 
the 
Democratic candidate, 
refuses, 


however, to concede his defeat. Uncle 
Joe apparently is not going to lose any 
sleep over his danger. He left Dan- 
ville last night for the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama and says his friends can let him 
know the final figures. 


William B. McKinley, who was the 


manager of President Taft's pre-con 
vention campaign and is chairman of 
the Republican congressional commit- 
tee, was defeated in the Nineteenth 
Illinois district. 
His downfall was 


the cause of rejoicing among the Rooi 
evelt followers in Illinois. George R. 
Prince. In the Fifteenth Illinois, is an- 
other veteran Republican who is num- 
bered among tne missing. James R. 
Mann, Republican leader in the house. 
had a tight squeeze, but finally landed 
safely in the. next house. 


Edgar D. Cnimpacker, In the Tenth 


Indiana, is another Republican of the 
old school who gets a vacation from 
Washington. 
His Democratic oppon- 


ent. J. B. Peterson, has won. It is 
likely, though, that Indiana will still 
have one Republican congressman, as 
the returns indicate that William A. 
Cullop, Democrat, has lost the second 
district to O. E. niand. Republican. 


One of the most surprising develop- 


ments in the sweeping Democratic vic- 
tory was the capture of New Hamp- 
shire's two Republican seats in the 
house by the Democrats. This occur- 
rence sends the veteran Cyrus W. Sul- 
loway, famous as the longest states- 
man that ever lived, and F. D. Cur- 
rier, back to the "woods." New Hamp- 
shire Democratic representatives will 
be E. E. Reed and R. N. Stevens. Most 
of the sixteen Bull Moose congressmen 
come from California, Michigan, Wash- 
ington and Pennsylvania.

RETAIN PRESENT JOB 


Mil Not Resign'Until It Be- 


comes Necessary. 


Trenton. N. J., Nov. 7.—It is practi- 


cally assured that when Governor Wil- 
son resigns his present office to ue- 
come president of the United States 
his mantle as governor of New Jersey 
will fall upon Senator James F. Fielder 
of Hudson county. This presupposes 
that in the meantime Senator Fielder 
will have been elected president of the 
senate, a position which carries with it 
the acting governorship in the event 
of the death, resignation, disability or 
absence of t! e governor. 


Should Governor Wilson, for any un- 


foreseen reason, relinquish his posi- 
tion before the organization of the leg- 
islature on Jan. 14 next, he would be 
succeeded by President John D. Prince 
of the senate, a Republican, who has 
"been sworn in as acting governor fif- 
teen times during the temporary ab- 
sence of the governor from the state. 
Eliminating all other consideration:-- 
therefore, there are ample political 
reasons for the governor continuing to 
serve until the state shall have passed 
into full control of the Democrats.

Is the governor's intention to serve 
not merely until the legislature con- 
venes, hut until a few days before his 
Inauguration, which will cover a good 
part of the legislative session. 
In 


that time the governor Is expected to 
malc-e all the important appointments 
for the ensuing year, so that his suc- 
cessor will have a comparatively easy 
time for the remainder of the unex- 
pired term which ends in January.

With Practically Complete Unofficial 


Figures at Hand, It Is Apparent 
That the Democrats of Indiana Have 
Won Both Electoral and State Tick- 
et by 3 Majority That Will Range 
Right Around 125,000. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 7.—The Demo- 


cratic victory in Indiana is on the in- 
crease, with the receipt of official re- 
turns from many of the counties of the 
state and unofficial reports from all. It 
now is apparent that the majority re- 
ceived by Wilson and Marshall wi!! 
exceed 12^,000. The vote for Samuel 
M. Ralston. Democratic candidate for 
lovernor, and the state ticket which 
he headed, will run about the same 
figure. 


There is still some doubt about the 


congressional contest. Though it now 
is certain that E. D. Cnimpacker, the 
only Republican member of the Indi- 
ana delegation, has been defeated by 
Peterson in the Tenth district, there 
is a doubt regarding 
the return of 


Congressman Cullop in the Second, his 
Republican opponent. Oscar E. Bland, 
running him so close that it may re- 
quire the official count to determine 
the result. 
The other Democratic 


members have been safely re-elected. 


The legislature will be overwhelm- 


ingly Democratic and the outlook is 
that the Progressives will have more 
members in the two houses than the 
Republicans. 


Debs, the Socialist candidate for 


president, polled 9S2 in Allen county, 
CSG in his home, county of Vigo and 
ran highest of all the counties in Van- 
derburg. where he received 2,215 votes. 
The total vote of the Socialists in the 
state is not expected to exceed 25,000, 
whereas the leaders of the party pre- 
dicted that 
HO.OOO votes would be 


polled. 


Many little peculiarities are begin- 


ning to appear in the state returns. 
In Porter county 
the vote fell 400 


short of the number registered. 


In Union county the Democrats for 


the first time in fifty years have a plu- 
rality both on the national and state 
tickets. 


Beveridye probably carried Dela- 


ware county by forty plurality over 
Ralston. Wilson carried it by about 
200. 


Wayne, the only county to give a 


Bull Moose plurality, gave Roosevelt 
622 plurality over Wilson, and Bever- 
idge 7S4 over Ralston. 


Ohio, the smallest county in the 


state, gave Ralston 497; Durbin, 452, 
and Bevericlge, 120. 


In Vanderburg. the 2,215 Socialist 


votes failed to rob Wilson to any ap- 
preciable extent. He got 7.503 votes, 
a plurality nf 2.24S over Taft, who ran 
second. On the state ticket Dtirbin 
got 4.1)44. and Deveridge 2.S02. 


Returns continue to show that Taft
